Longacre’s  1870  design.  Reverse:  The  regular  die.  Brilliant  Proof,  rich 
blue  and  pink  iridescent  toning.  Softly  struck  on  Liberty’s  hand  and 
upper  arm;  has  been  lightly  cleaned  in  the  past.  This  is  one  of  the 
rarest  dollars  in  the  entire  pattern  series,  far  rarer  in  terms  of  auction 
appearances  than  the  "Washlady,”  the  "Shield  Earring,”  the  "School- 
girl,” or  the  "Amazonian.”  In  the  last  thirty  years  we  can  find  only  two 
records  of  J.1209:  The  Farouk  Sale  in  1954,  and  Bolender’s  sale  of 
March,  1959,  from  which  this  piece  was  obtained  by  the  consignor.  This 
Judd  number  would  seem  to  rate  a solid  R-8,  and  it  is  possible  that  it  is 
unique  in  private  hands.  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE) 

Note:  The  presence  in  this  sale  of  both  the  Longacre  design  (J.1135)  and  the  Barber  copy 
of  it  provides  an  opportunity  to  compare  the  styles  of  these  two  Chief  Engravers  at  the  Mint 
when  interpreting  the  same  design.  It  would  perhaps  be  best  to  begin  by  examining  the 
rather  unusual  history  of  the  entire  design. 

James  B.  Longacre  died  in  office  as  Chief  Engraver  on  January  1,  1869,  and  was  immedi- 
ately succeeded  in  that  post  by  William  Barber,  his  former  Assistant  Engraver.  It  is  obvious 
that  Longacre  must  have  completed  at  least  the  model  for  this  design  at  some  point  in  1868. 
That  he  intended  to  produce  a die  for  use  in  1869  is  indicated  by  the  22  stars  on  the  flag: 
1869  was  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  admission  of  Alabama  as  the  22nd  state.  No  die  seems 
to  have  been  produced  from  the  model  during  1869,  however,  quite  possibly  because  of  heavy 
Mint  involvement  with  the  extensive  "Standard  Silver”  series  in  that  year.  In  1870,  we 
suddenly  find  not  only  a working  die  of  a design  which  had  been  prepared  well  over  a year 
before  by  a long  deceased  former  Chief  Engraver  being  used  to  strike  pattern  dollars  in  direct 
competition  with  Barber’s  own  new  Seated  Liberty  design,  but  also  that  the  die  is  signed 
"LONGACRE”  in  the  field  below  the  base,  something  which  had  not  happened  since  the 
original  Gobrecht  design  of  1836!  One  suspects  that  some  major  figure  at  the  Mint  (other 
than  Barber)  was  involved  in  this,  quite  possibly  Col.  Snowden,  the  Chief  Coiner,  and  that 
the  new  die  served  in  a way  as  a commemoration  of  Longacre’s  last  major  work. 

In  1871,  dies  using  Longacre’s  design  were  prepared  in  five  different  denominations  of 
two  main  varieties  (with  and  without  stars  around  the  obverse)  and  from  two  different  hubs 
with  stars  (13  small  stars  on  the  flag,  or  22  small  stars  there);  the  variety  with  obverse  stars 
no  longer  had  Longacre’s  name  on  it,  while  the  variety  without  stars  had  his  initials  J.B.L. 
below  the  base.  This  total  domination  of  the  pattern  series  of  1871  by  the  Longacre  design 
represents  a major  defeat  for  Barber’s  1870  Seated  Liberty  design  within  the  Administration 
of  the  Mint.  In  1872,  the  Longacre  "with  stars”  but  unsigned,  design  was  again  used  on 
Commercial  Dollars,  but  only  from  the  "22  stars  on  flag”  hub.  Barber,  however,  produced  a 
copy  of  the  design  with  13  stars  on  the  flag  (perhaps  the  old  hub  had  broken,  or  perhaps  he 
wanted  to  show  what  he  could  do  with  that  design).  He  also  produced  the  "Amazonian”  series, 
including  the  pattern  Dollar  of  that  type. 

Examination  of  the  Longacre  and  Barber  versions  of  the  "13  stars  on  flag”  design  shows 
major  differences  in  approach  between  the  two  engravers.  Longacre’s  die  is  in  very  high 
relief,  while  Barber’s  is  in  much  lower  relief,  obviously  a factor  if  the  design  were  to  be 
chosen  for  volume  production  of  regular  coinage.  Longacre’s  design  featured  many  more  finely 
engraved  details,  such  as  the  map  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  on  the  globe,  while  Barber’s 
relied  more  on  rough  outlines  and  broader  relief  elements  (again,  we  should  note  that  very 
fine  details  usually  led  to  rapid  die  failure  in  the  production  of  regular  coinage).  From  an 
artistic  point  of  view  the  Longacre  design  is  vastly  superior  to  Barber’s  version,  but  it  is  more 
medallic”  in  nature  and  would  probably  have  been  impractical  for  anything  but  Proof  strik- 
ing. That  Barber’s  design  did  not  strike  up  fully  when  used  with  the  regular  Dollar  reverse 
perhaps  shows  a flaw  in  the  entire  design,  one  which  was  to  haunt  later  efforts  to  produce  a 
Trade  Dollar  design  along  the  same  general  lines  which  would  strike  well.
